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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  BEDFORDSHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I'he  subject  matter  in  this  Report  for  the  year  1941  has  been 
restricted  as  mucli  as  is  consistent  with  tlie  preservation  of  the 
(Council’s  Records  of  the  health  of  the  community  in  Ikdfordshire. 
In  general  the  satisfactory  standard  of  health  which  obtained  in 
1939  and  1940  has  been  maintained  during  this  third  year  of  war. 

The  population  of  the  County  has  increased  by  23,710. 

The  Birth  Rate,  in  common  with  that  for  the  whole  Ciountry, 
has  declined  to  a small  extent.  There  is,  howevei',  a vei'y  satis- 
factory decrease  in  the  Death  Rate  (from  12.3  to  10.9). 

44ie  Infant  Mortality  Rate  shows  a corresponding  decrease. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  show  increases;  in  particular, 
scarlet  fever  being  somewhat  prevalent  throughout  the  County. 

44ie  increase  throughout  the  Country  in  the  Death  Rate  from 
Tuberculosis  has  been  shared  by  Bedfordshire. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  the  standard  of  nutrition  of  the 
school  children  has  been  maintained  at  a satisfactory  level  and 
no  manifestations  of  ill  effects  due  to  war  conditions  have  been 
observed. 

There  are  no  changes  with  regard  either  to  the  Civil  Defence 
Casualty  Services  or  the  Emergency  Hospital  Services,  which  call 
for  comment. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  placing  on  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  good  work  of  the  whole  of  the  Public 
Health  staff,  who  have  continued  in  these  trying  times  to  give  of 
their  best.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  work  of  the  Department 
is  made  increasingly  difficult  by  the  loss  of  permanent  officers  to 
the  Services,  and  the  frecjuent  additions  made  by  various  Govern- 
ment Departments  to  the  responsibilities  of  the  County  Medical 
Service. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death  on 
service  of  Pilot  Officer  K.  T.  White,  who  had  been  a member  of 
the  staff  for  fifteen  years.

'I'hc  crude  Death-Rate  for  Bedfordsliire  for  the  year  1941  was 
10.9  per  thousand;  that  for  England  and  Wales  being  12.9  per 
thousand.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  death-rate  for  Bedfordshire 
is  lower  than  in  1940  and  well  below  that  for  E.ngland  and  Wales 
as  a whole.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  County, 
after  adjustment  for  outward  and  inward  transfers,  during  1941, 
was  3,361,  compared  with  3,575  in  1940.  The  Death-Rates  per

ADJUSTED  DEATH  RATES. 

In  order  to  obtain  a more  accurate  index  of  the  mortality  of 
a district,  and  to  arrive  at  a true  basis  on  which  to  compare  the 
mortality  rates  of  one  district  with  those  of  another,  allowance 
must  be  made  for  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  its  population. 
In  past  years  the  Registrar-General  has  supplied  comparability 
factors  for  each  separate  district  and  the  County  as  a whole,  but 
a statement  has  been  received  from  the  Registrar-General  to  the 
effect  that  the  variety  and  magnitude  of  local  population  move- 
ments and  the  uneven  incidence  of  civilian  war  deaths  have  together 
combined  to  frustrate  the  attempt  to  secure  comparability  between 
local  death  rates  by  the  use  of  Areal  Comparability  Factors  and  the 
preparation  and  issue  of  such  factors  are  being  suspended  under 
present  conditions.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

'I'he  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  1941  was  189, 
as  compared  with  175  in  1940.  Thirteen  deaths  were  attributed 
to  this  cause  in  1941  as  compared  with  12  in  the  previous  year. 

Wide  publicity  has  been  given  by  all  concerned  to  the 
necessity  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  and 
the  facilities  provided  for  carrying  it  out  free  of  cost  to  the  parents. 

I think  that  the  County  can  justly  be  included  in  the  following 
expression  of  approval  by  the  Minister  of  Health : — 

“ The  Minister  wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  of 
the  energetic  efforts  of  Local  Authorities,  and  the  valuable 
co-operation  of  County  Councils,  which,  in  spite  of  war- 
time difficulties,  have  led  to  this  good  result,  and  of  the 
great  help  given  by  general  practitioners,  health  visitors, 
school  teachers  and  others  contributing  to  it.” 

During  the  year  22,001  children  have  been  immunised  in 
connection  with  the  Government  Scheme  in  Bedfordshire.  No 
effort  is  being  relaxed  to  secure  universal  acceptance  of  this  means 
of  protection  against  this  the  most  dangerous  disease  of  early 
childhood. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Two  deaths  were  attributed  to  Scarlet  Fever  in  1941  and 
822  cases  were  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

(Including  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid.) 

riiere  were  10  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  notified  during  1941. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  this  condition. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  in  the  County 
in  1941.  During  the  year  67  cases  were  notified  as  against  36 
in  the  previous  year. 

CEREBRO -SPINAL  FEVER. 

Sixty-five  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1941,  14  of 
which  died. 


INFLUENZA. 

There  Wcis  no  serious  outbreak  of  influenza  during  1941. 
I'he  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  this  cause  in  1941  was  56  as 
compared  with  107  in  the  previous  year. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

7'here  were  184  deaths  registered  from  this  cause  in  Bedford- 
shire in  1941,  being  5 per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
from  all  causes,  as  compared  with  165  (4.6  per  cent)  in  1940.

The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1941  was  0.60  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  County  death-rate  from  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  per 
thousand  of  the  population  was  0.60,  that  for  the  combined  Urban 
Districts  being  0.67,  and  that  for  the  combined  Rural  Districts 
being  0.42.  The  death-rate  for  the  Country  as  a whole  during 
1941  was  0.73. 

The  following  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  in 
accordance  with  the  Public  Health  ( tuberculosis)  Regulations,

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensaries  during  1941 
(including  contacts)  was  2,829,  and  1,821  visits  were  paid  to  the 
homes  of  patients  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  and  the  Council’s 
Health  Visitors. 

All  cases  on  the  Dispensary  Register  are  visited  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Council’s  Health  Visitors,  and  visits  and  examinations 
are  made  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  as  and  when  required. 

885  specimens  of  sputum,  etc.,  were  examined  during  the 
year. 

By  an  arrangement  with  Dr.  H.  B.  Padwick  and  the  Luton 
and  Dunstable  Hospital,  Luton,  X-Ray  examinations  in  connection 
with  the  Council’s  Tuberculosis  Scheme  are  made  at  this  Hospital 
and  at  the  residence  of  Dr.  Padwick.  ■ During  1941,  869  such 
examinations  were  made. 
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Extra  Nourishment. 

As  in  past  years  extra  nourishment  has  been  granted  to 
suitable  cases,  all  applications  being  investigated  by  a special  Sub- 
committee appointed  for  this  purpose.  Every  effort  is  made  to  see 
that  the  milk  supplied  is  of  an  approved  quality,  and  wherever 
possible  “ Accredited  ” milk  is  given.  I’he  cost  of  this  service 
during  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1942,  waS;(^792  12s.  9d. 
as  compared  with  ^^796  18s.  3d.  in  the  previous  twelve  months. 


Mogerhanger  Park  Sanatorium. 

Institutional  treatment  for  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
is  provided  at  the  Council’s  Sanatorium,  situated  at  Mogerhanger 
Park,  riie  Sanatorium  has  accommodation  for  73  beds;  37 
male,  36  female.  During  the  year  1941,  158  cases  completed 
treatment  at  the  Sanatorium.  One  valuable  means  of  lessening 
the  spread  of  tuberculosis  is  by  removing  persons  seriously 
affected  with  the  disease  from  their  homes  to  the  Sanatorium; 
this  arrangement  results  in  increased  comfort  to  the  sufferer, 
and  greater  security  to  other  members  of  the  household.  Patients 
in  all  stages  of  tuberculosis  are  admitted  to  appropriate  wards 
at  the  Sanatorium. 

4'he  County  Dentists  continue  to  visit  the  Sanatorium  to 
attend  those  patients  who  are  found  to  be  in  need  of  dental  treat- 
ment. 


Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Sec.  172. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  apply  for  any 
Orders  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for 
the  compulsory  removal  to  Hospital  of  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 


Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bones,  joints,  etc.,  in  adults  and 
children  are  dealt  with  by  securing  their  admission  to  Institutions 
recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  this  purpose. 

Some  of  these  Institutions  are  at  a considerable  distance 
from  Bedfordshire,  but  in  cases  where  the  patients  are  unable 
to  meet  the  cost  of  travelling  the  whole  or  part  is  paid  by 
the  County  Council. 

In  cases  where  the  circumstances  of  the  patients  make  it 
impossible  lor  them  to  bear  the  cost  of  surgical  appliances,  the 
necessary  expenditure  is  met  by  the  County  Council,  i

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISIONS. 

During  the  year  under  review  89  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  Maternity  Department  of  the  County  Hospital  in  accordance 
with  the  arrangement  made ' by  the  County  Council  with  that 
Institution. 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  with  the 
Luton  Corporation  100  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Luton  Maternity 
Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  Bedford  and  County  Girls’  Home  provides  accommoda- 
tion for  16  mothers  and  their  infants.  During  the  year 
under  review  43  cases  were  admitted.  This  Institution  is  main- 
tained by  the  St.  Albans’  Diocesan  Girls’  Aid  Association  to 
which  the  County  Council  contributes  an  annual  sum  of 
£345  17s.  4d.  An  annual  grant  is  also  made  by  the  Bedford 

Town  Council.

NURSING  HOMES. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  supervising  authority  for 
the  whole  County  with  the  exception  of  the  Boroughs  of  Bedford 
and  Luton. 

On  31st  December,  1941,  the  number  of  premises  registered 
in  the  Council’s  area  was  five  (as  Maternity  Homes  four,  as 
a Nursing  Home  one),  providing  a total  accommodation  of  nine 
beds  for  maternity  cases  and  24  for  surgical  and  medical  cases.

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INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

During  the  year  1941,  171  visits  (13  of  which  were  primary 
visits)  were  made  to  children  under  the  age  of  nine  who  are  being 
maintained  for  reward  apart  from  their  parents  or  relatives. 


DAY  NURSERIES. 

I’o  meet  war-time  needs,  Day  Nurseries  for  children  from 
two  to  five  years  of  age  have  been  established  at  Biggleswade, 
Dunstable,  Leighton  Buzzard,  Toddington  and  Potton.  In 
addition  The  Queen’s  Park  Day  Nursery  has  been  evacuated  from 
Paddington  to  Bromham  Hall  and  a Nursery  Party  has  also  been 
aceommodated  at  lekwell  Bury.  Owing  to  the  small  attendance, 
the  Potton  Nursery  was  elosed  on  31st  October,  1941.  4 he  total 

attendanees  at  the  other  four  County  Gouneil  Day  Nurseries 
during  the  year  are  recorded  below: —

SICK  BAYS 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  institutional  treatment  of 
evaeuated  children  sutrering  from  minor  illnesses  by  the  establish- 
ment of  a Sick  Bay  with  accommodation  for  17  patients  at  The 
Rectory,  Clophill,  and  by  the  use  of  “ Homewood,”  Aspley  Heath, 
with  accommodation  for  20  patients  during  the  winter  months. 
I he  latter  is  by  arrangement  with  the  Board  of  Management  of 
the  Bedford  County  Hospital,  the  owners  of  the  property,  who 
use  the  premises  during  the  summer  months  as  a Convalescent 
Home  in  eonneetion  with  the  Hospital. 

Tlie  Clophill  Sick  Bay  was  opened  in  March  1940.  During 
the  year  1941,  eighty-six  patients  were  admitted. 

“ Homewood  ” Sick  Bay,  Aspley  Heath,  was  used  as  a Sick 
Bay  for  evacuees  for  the  first  time  in  October  1940.  During  the 
spring  and  autumn  of  1941,  sixty-seven  patients  were  admitted. 
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It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  table  that  during  the 
twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1941,  4,721  births  were 
entered  on  the  Births  Lists  received  by  the  Vaccination  Officers, 
which,  together  with  the  number  outstanding  from  the  previous 
year  (2,727),  made  a total  of  7,448. 

Of  this  number,  835  were  sucessfully  vaccinated,  and  declara- 
tions of  conscientious  objection  were  made  in  respect  of  2,906 
infants.  Of  the  remainder,  164  died  unvaccinated;  18  were 
found  to  be  insusceptible  of  vaccination;  and  3,525  had  either 
left  the  County  or  were  otherwise  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


In  order  to  obtain  as  accurate  a figure  as  possible  to  represent 
the  percentage  of  children  vaccinated  in  the  County,  the  records 
in  respect  of  the  births  returned  for  the  previous  twelve  months 
have  been  examined.  From  1st  January,  1940,  to  31st  December, 
1940,  4,247  births  were  returned.  By  the  end  of  January,  1942, 
these  births  had  been  accounted  for  as  follows: —

18.32%  were  vaccinated.  With  regard  to  the  remaining  81.68% 
the  parents  declined  to  allow'  vaccination  on  the  grounds  of 
conscientious  objection. 
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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY,  1941 

80  male  defectives  and  83  female  defectives,  for  whose  main- 
tenance the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  are  responsible,  were 
detained  in  Certified  Institutions  at  31st  December,  1941,  11 

males  and  23  females  being  on  licence  from  such  Institutions. 

Seven  male  and  seven  female  defectives  were  under  Guardian 
ship  and  one  female  was  on  licence  from  Guardianship. 


BLIND  WELFARE 


Arrangements  made  for  the  administration  of  the  Blind  Persons 
Act  have  been  included  in  previous  reports  and  are  therefore 
omitted  from  this  report. 

A Register  is  kept  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  of  all  blind 
persons  in  the  County. 

On  March  31st,  1941,  there  were  440  registered  blind  persons 
residing  in  the  County. 

During  the  year  44  cases  were  removed  from  the  Register 
and  74  cases  were  added  to  the  Register. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  on  the  31st  March,  1941, 
was  therefore  470.
